Somehow, it doesn't seem fair. 
Among the wealthiest Americans - 
those who ear more than $200,000 
in 19999 - one in every thousand 
paid no income tax at all, the IRS 
admits. The Statistics of Income 
Bulletin, released in July, shows that 
almost 2.5 million people had an 
adjusted gross income that high in 
1999, Within that group, 2,525 indi- 
viduals and marricd couples paid no 
federal income tax, and 2,174 paid 
no tax anywhere in the world 

This occurs despite the Alternative 
Minimum Tax, a tax created to 
ensure that everyone pays something 
in taxes. The trouble is. the 1969 
AMT law has not been fully adjusted 
for inflation. Somehow, it rarely hits 
people who make more than 
$627,000, but, because of the twists 
and turns of the law, AMT can apply 
to a single parent making as little as 
$28,000, The Treasury Department 
estimates that by 2010, when the lat- 
est cut is fully effective, the AMT 
will affect about 80 percent of tax- 
payers who make $75,000 to 
$250,000.

On the other end of the 
spectrum, the school offers 
opportunities to adults such as 
individual lessons and chamber 
music groups in classical and 
jazz musical styles. The eldest 
in the chamber group is a 92 
year-old woman who plays the 
recorder with the Jenks 
Recorder Ensemble. 

The ensemble is made up of 
people of all ages, although 
most are senior citizens. The 
tuition for the ensemble is free 
and the costs are completely 
subsidized by the school. 

Again, in accordance with 
their mission statement, WCMS 
has started a music therapy 
program this year, which is 
partly subsidized by the school. 
The program is under the 
direction of Mitchell Kossak, 
the coordinator of International 
Music Therapy at Lesley 
University in Cambridge. 

The course description notes 
that the established health pro- 


fession "...uses music and 
music experience to address 
the physi- 
cal and social needs of chil- 
dren, youth and adults." 
According to Russell, the 
program is starting a commu- 
nity outreach phase as Kossack 
is now going into The Gables at 
Winchest4er to conduct ses- 
sions there. Russell said the 
school hopes to build on this 


program. 

She added, "The music ther- 
apy costs the same as a private 
lesson, but the difference in 
therapy costs are subsidized 
(out of the annual capital cam- 
paign fund)." 

For the most part the school 
focuses on private lessons in a 
small group or one-on-one ses- 
sions. 

The school’s history is not 
as long as that of the building 
that now houses it, but its 
growth since its inception in 
1981 is almost as varied and 
interesting. It started as a pilot 
program with only 30 students 
and three teachers. 

The school now has 900 stu-
